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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response and amendments filed 7 July 2008 have been received and 
entered. 

Claims 1-3, 5, and 7-9 are pending. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art to the claimed invention appears to be Wright et al (JAMA, 2000), of which a 
copy is provided to Applicant. Wright et al teach a method of HPV DNA testing of self- 
collected vaginal samples, wherein the self-collection is performed using a swab 
inserted into the vagina and placing the swab into a HPV DNA specimen collection tube, 
comprising Specimen Transport Media by Digene Corporation. Wright et al do not 
teach a method for self-collection wherein the patient, in a clinical examination room, 
collects vaginal discharge by placing an absorbent and porous material onto the 
introitus of the vagina, either briefly, such as an imprint or swab, or over a period of 
time, nor do Wright et al teach a method wherein the sample of vaginal discharge is 
allowed to air dry. Additionally, the claimed invention teaches that the dried vaginal 
discharge is stored in a container without added desiccants, preservatives, or other 
additives, whereas Wright et al teach that the sample swab is placed into a specimen 
collection tube which comprises specimen transport media. The benefits of the claimed 
invention are that the patient does not have to appear in a clinical setting for the sample 
collection, or obtain self-collection devices either from a clinic or from a store, therefore 
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reducing the stigma involved with testing, as well as making testing available to patients 
in areas which do not have available medical or screening facilities. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
